PANAMA, Jan. 2%.—Col George W. 
Goethals yesterday reiterated emphati- 
cally his declaration that he could not 
accept the post of Commissioner of Po- 
lice at New York until after the comple- 
tion and the successful operation of the 
Panama Canal.

Lakey of the commercial department of 
the English High School in Boston. in 
recent years sundry soaring intellects

He seriously advances 
the idea that. parents should admonish 
their children (or appeal“ to the Ifttic 
ones, if we use his verb), at certain 
fixed times and seasons, totaling an 
extraordinarily brief section of the, ca:- 
endar year.

‘Parents should make their appeals 
to boys at 10 o’clock in the morning any 
day in January or early in February, 
and when the youth has reached the age 
of 16, counsels Mr. Lakey, the net re- 
sults: in mental and physical improve- 
ment will be greater than at any other 
time chosen. Four o’clock in the after- 
noon should be avoided, as well as th» 
months of March, April and October, 
for boys and girls are at their worst 
mentally and physically at that time. 
“The best boy is at his maximum at 
10 and 11 in the morning and at the cor- 
responding hour in the evening. The 
bad boy is at his minimum at 3 and 14 
in the afternoon. , 

“The mental life predominates in 
January and February. The boys and 
girls are lowest from the point of view 
of good citizenship during March, part 
of April and in October.“ 

In short, if 10-year-old Tommy slaps 
his. little sister’s face on the Fourth of 
July, Tommy’s papa and mamma rust 
wait until 10 o’clock on New Year's 
day before they appeal“ to him not 
to do it again. It is even possible to 
deduce from Mr..Lakey’s remarkg that 
he thinks the appeal should be carried 
over for six years until the January 
first when Tommy is 16.
